would Shut down Plant. 


Although the plant 
of the G ettys­ 
burg Light Company and the G ettys­ 
burg Railway Company has been 
on 
the m arket for some years, 
prospec­ 
tive purchasers were few and far 
be­ 
tween until the past 
several 
weeks. 
In that period two active buyers have 
had investigators here 
looking 
over 
the property. The firm of Cole, Ives & 
Davidson, investigating engineers 
of 
New York, were the first to appear 
dud later the United Service 
Co., 
of 
j Scranton, 
sent 
two 
of 
their 
men, 
George L. Boscome and L. IL Conklin 
J to view the plant. 
About two months 
ago 
announce­ 
ment was made of an endeavor to con­ 
solidate a number of electric 
railway 
companies throughout 
the 
Cum ber­ 
land valley and to include Gettysburg. 
In the interest 
of this 
consolidation 
Messers Ives arui Davidson 
appearer! 
and went over the local proposition in 
a thorough manner. 
They would 
not 
divulge the names of their clients but 
intimated that 
the purchase 
of

•oifipanies depended upon 
their

13 years the ranks of these 
veterans 
have been depicted to a great extent, 
but based on the percentage of deaths 
and the expected attendance a t W ash­ 
ington it is estimated that 
at 
least 
half as m any 
could 
be 
induced 
to 
come to G ettysburg as came from the 
previous convention. 
John A. Cox, who will 
derive 
ab ­ 
solutely no personal benefit from the 
visitors and whose railroad does 
not 
expect to have any 
passenger 
busi­ 
ness from them, has volunteered 
to 
spend a week’s time from 
his 
vaca­ 
tion in charge of a booth in W ashing­ 
ton provided the necessary money can 
be secured. The idea of establishing a 
booth comes from the officials of 
the 
W estern M aryland who have 
agreed 
to spend $200 and to contribute 
$50 
to the am ount 
estimated 
necessary 
for G etty sb urg literature. 
The total expenses of the cam paign 
to be conducted by the town people is 
estim ated at $200, bu? with the W est­

John IL Sinner, one of the tw o men 
who carried to General U. 
S. 
G rant 
and Robert E. Lee 
the 
chairs upon 
which they sat at Appomattox, 
Va., 
during the negotiations for 
the 
su r­ 
render of the Confederate arm y, died 
at 8:15 Friday evening, a t his 
home 
in E ast Berlin, aged 70 years. 
Death 
was causer] by cancer of the stomach 
with which he suffered 
for 
a 
long 
time. 
Mr. .Sinner was l»orn in 
West 
Manheim township near P leasant Hill, 
York County. 
For a num ber of years 
he was a blacksmith at P o rte rs 
and 
about 22 years ago moved to M ulber­ 
ry where he engaged in farm ing. 
He 
retired from 
the 
farm 
about 
four 
years ago and moved to E a st 
Berlin 
During the war, 
Mr. Sinner enlisted 
in Com pany 
I, 
209th 
Pennsylvania 
Volunteers and saw much service. He 
was present at the surrender a t 
Ap 
nomatox and was one of the two men 
Ii re d e d to provide chairs for G enerals 
G rant and Lee 
Mr Sinner 
leaves

daughter, Mrs. Howard W allace, East 
Berlin, R. I).

P. 0. S. off A Adopts Important Res­ 


olutions at, Arendtsville Tremerd-

vention program was carried 
out

outlined in T h ursday ’s edition of The 
Times and the affair brought one

The convention passed three 
im port­ 
ant resolutions stating their 
attitude 
{and requesting the representatives in 
Congress to ta k e them into considera­ 
tion. 
The first resolution .stated the stand 
of the order on the question of Im m i­ 
gration and explicitly stated it 
to be 
in favor of the “ Literacy Test” and of 
a restricted 
immigration 
generally. 
The second resolution concerning 
the 
liquor question placed the convention 
on record as being opposed to 
the Ii 
quor traffic 
and 
requests 
that 
the 
State 
and 
National 
representatives 
vote for the prohibition of the 
m anu­ 
facture and sale of 
all 
intoxicating 
drinks for beverage purposes; 
or 
at 
least submit this proposition 
to 
the 
vote o f the people at 
the 
next elec­ 
tion. 
The t hir«F resolution dealt with 
the attem pted restriction of the press 
and said th a t the 
organization 
was 
heartily in favor of free speech 
and 
freedom of the press.

- London, Aug. 9. — The Austro-Ger- 
m ans continue to roll hack the re­ 
treatin g Russian forces under Grand 
Duke Nicholas, and repoits from toe 
eastern zone of war tell of further 
progress by the Teutonic allies along 
the entire front. 
Berlin official dispatches say that 
Serock, at the mouth of the Bug, north 
of W arsaw, has been occupied; forts 
near Novo CJeorgievsk have been ra p ­ 
tured; the G ermans have o< copied the 
east bank of the Vistula near War-, 
saw abd to the south, the Russians 
are being driven back by Field Mar­ 
shal von M ackensen. 
Russian successes are claimed in 
the direction of Riga, where General 
von Beulow ta driving against the 
Slav 
lines in an attem pt to d e a f 
north Poland of Russians and to take 
the seaport of Riga, according to offi­ 
cial dispatches from Petrograd. Fur­ 
th er to the south German attacks from 
the Narew line along the entire front 
in th at section have been repulsed, 
the Germans employing great forces 
against the Loursa-Ostrow sector. The 
fighting has been particularly heavy, 
Petrograd says. 
The 
official report received from 
Berlin says: 
“T he German troops on the Narew 
are 
approaching the I,omza-Ostrov 
W yszkow road. At some points the 
enem y 
offered atnbbom resistance 
South of Wye show the Bug has been 
reached. Serock, at the mouth of the 
Bug, has been occupied. Near Novo 
Georgievek our siege troops took the 
forts at Seer*#. 
‘N ear W arsaw we gained th e east­ 
ern bank of the Vistula. 
’U nder the pressure of troops un 
der H eld Marshal von Mackensen the 
R ussians are retreating ta an easterly 
direction. 
Between the Vistula and 
fchf Bug the l^ft wing of fhe group 
armies Under von Mackensen ha* 
driven back the enemv in a northerly 
direction. The right wing still is fight 
tag In the direction of 
the 
Vlepra 
river.” 
The B ustian official statem en t Is­ 
sued in Petrograd follows: 
“In the direction of Riga we dis­ 
lodged the enemy frofn the region be­ 
tween the Dvina, the Ekau and tho 
lower course of the Aa. Fighting con 
tinues as before without any essen­ 
tial change on the roada east of Ponte- 
wesch. 
“Enemy attacks on Kovno and Os- 
aow-etz, which were repulsed on th e 
sixth, were not renewed the following 
day. The enemy- continues to deliver 
vigorous attacks from the Narew tine 
along the whole front, great forces of 
the enemy heln^ directed against the 
Jiomza-Asttow sector. 
“On* the right* hank of th e m iddle 
Vistula the day of the seventh passed 
without any engagem ents of Im port­ 
ance. On the left bank of the Vleprz 
there h iv e been obstinate rear guard 
actions. In the course of counter a t­ 
tacks we captured some hundreds of 
prisoners.

“On the left bank of the Bug. be 
tween Totiria and Louga, we exercised 
pressure successfully on the enem y’s 
advance guards along a wide front.”
